The boar should be an excellent 
individual ideal in form, size, merge 
and. possess finish and quality, | He 
should be able to lodk you square in the 
eye and have a kind. and intelligent 
face, eye and head. A fine, silky coat, 
smooth sides, and be free from wrinkles, 
He should have a strong, broad and. well 
arched back; shoulders wide, deep and 
broad on top, compact, smooth and well 
down on arm; Joins full and smooth; 
chest large and roomy; rump long, broad 
and well, rounded, and tail well set up, 
tapering and curled; ribs well sprung 
from the back, and chest’ roomy and 
large; hams long, deep and thiek and 
well rounded from points dow to the 
hocks, sides long, straight, deep and 
free from wrinkles and flanks well set 
down;-!egs short, set at each corner and 
standing erect, front legs should stand 
straight and:be muscled down on arms; 
hind legs strong and hocks well set, and 
short and firm pastern; feet tough and 
erect. tees. Added to all of these re- 
quirements he should come from a line 
of ancestry possessing the same quali- 
ties, 

In selecting sows for the foundation 
herd it will be best to buy them from

SOME NEW PYGMIES 


} BRITISH exploring party, sent out

In the first. place, the sub-structure 
will no doubt cost over a round million 
when completed, and a competent ‘en- 
gineer and builder is atithority for the 
statement that the completed brid, 
will cost from twelye to fourteen mil- 
lion dollars. Itappears to be decided 
that nickel steel will wholly enter into 
the constriction of the bridge, ani the 
statement is made that, in spite of the 
fact that Canada produces a very lay, 
pereentage of the nickel in the world, 
all the material for the erection of the 
bridge will have to be secured in the 
United States for the reason that there 
are no mills nere of sufficient magnitude 
to prepare the material for the super- 
structure. 

A eloxe caleilation goes to show that 
the bridge will weigh no less than -75,- 
000 tons, or 150,900,009 pounds, If this 
steel goes in at the rate of six eents per 
pound, the cost price would be.no less 
than $9,000,000 for the superstructure 
alone; but there are experts in Mont- 
teal and Ottawa who believe that the 
metal in position will cost-nearer sever 
and a half cents: per pound than the 
figure just given. If this turns out to 
be the ease, the cost price for the super- 
Structure will be $11,250,000 instead of 
ten millions, bringing%up the tota): eost 
a4 ) : dg > thirk im mid) .

A, distinguishing feature of thé new 
design is that there is not a curved 
member -in it. It is all straight lines. 
{t may be scientific, but it will, if ever 
built, be the ugliest bridge of large 
dimensions yet constructed. The bridge 
is to consist of two eontinudus main 
Peres In the Forth Bridge the cen- 
ral spans rest at each end.on the eanti- 
levers, In the new Quebee Bridge the 
central girders will be integra) with the 
cantilevers. How expansion and con- 
traction will be provided for we do not 
know, The trussing is very peculiar. 
It is not triangular in the ordinary 
sense of the term as applied to girders. 
The top and bottom booms are united 
by a series of A’s, inside each of which 
is placed another of about half the 
height inverted. Straight vertical bars 
are incorporated. The arrangement is 
quite original, and id no way resembles 
either the first. bridge or that over the 
Forth, One irniportant difference be- 
tween the design and that of the Forth 
Bridge is that the central members of 
the cantilevers of this, last each rest 
on two piers, the distance between these 
varying with the situation, the mini- 
mum being 145 feet and the maximum 
260: feet. In this way, it will be seen, 
great stability is secured, In the Que- 
bee design each double cantilever is 
balanced on a pivot.on top of a single 
pier. This is the reason why the Forth 
Bridge. possesses such cake rigid- 
ity. Furthermore, the height of the 
towers—-that is to say, the depth of the 
girder, is limited to 290 feet, as against 
330 feet for the Forth Bridge and 315 
feet for the bridge which fell down. It 
has also been pointed out that the dis- 
tance between the girders—that is to 
say, the width of the bridge where it

one-twentieth of the span; that of the 
old bridge was only 67, feet, while that 
of the Forth Bridge is about 120 feet,

ARTISTS WHO PAINT WITH THEIR 
TEETH 
O*E is fairly familiar with the 
amazing feats of men who are 
handicapped by the loss of limbs, 
such as the late Mr, Kavanagh, the 
Trish M.P., who, although he was born 
without legs or arms, was a dashing 
rider to hounds, an expert shot, and one 
of the most adventurous of travellers 
and explorers; and Mr, C. H. Unthan, 
the armless music-hall artiste, who, not 
long ago, drove a trap from Shepherd’s 
Bush to the Bank and back, holding 
the reins in his toes. But even more 
amazing, and almost incredible, are 
the feats of men who paint exquisite 
pictures by holding the brush in their 
mouths or toes, in the pathetic absence 
of hands to paint with, 

A short time ago Sir William Rich. 
mond startled a London audience by de- 
claring that there is in Brussels an 
armless artist who produces the most 
beautiful and techyically correct paint- 
ings with his right foot alone as me- 
dium, and that there is another artist 
in Essex who does excellent work as an 
engraver, holding the graver in his 
teeth. 

The late Mr. Sidney Cooper, R.A. 
used to tell wonderful stories of the 
cleverness of Miss Sarah Biffen, who 
was born without limbs, was exhibited 
as a freak at country” fairs, She had, 
however, strong artistic leanings, and 
with inaredible patience learned to, 
aint so cleverly, holding her brushes 
bn her teeth, that in 1821 she actually 
won teh gold medal of the Society of 
Arts against hundreds of competitors, 
the judges being totally ignorant of her 
condition. 

In later days she developed marvel- 
lous skill as.a miniature painter, and 
astonished the world of art by the 
beaaty and delicacy of her work, which 
was pronounced superior to that of any 
of her rivals who enjoyed the use of 
hands, 

Bome years a in 1896--the world 
was equally astonished to learn that 
one of the most beautiful paintings ex- 
hibited at the Salon was the work of 
M. de Mertholon, an artist who had 
no arms and only one leg, and who 
ainted the picture with the only limb 

ature had left him, 

M. de Mentholon has a formidable 
rival in Mr, Bertram Hiles, whose art- 
work as designer aud painter has for 
some years excited both wonder and ad- 
miration, Mr, Hiles’s story furnishes 
a remarkable example of the triumph 
of pluck over difficulties that might 
well have daunted the bravest- man,

He possesses in a very high de- 
gree the qualities of command, He is 
perfectly detached from the meaner in- 
trigues of public life, His very great 
abilities haye always been concentrated 
upon his profession alone, and he is bet- 
ter able to give England what England 
wants than any living man, And Eng- 
land hesitates to provide his genius 
with its opportunity.’!

HOW TO BIT A HORSE 
(By N. Newnham-Dayis) 


pulling when all severe bits have failed. 

For four-in-hands and pairs many 

drivers prefer the Buxton to the Liver- 
ool, because the piece connecting the 
ower extremities of the cheeks pre- 
vents a horse from hooking one side of 
his bit over the rein of his companion, 
There is, however, one danger in these 
bits, if no bearing rein be worn, that 
must not be overlooked, viz:, that the 
bit itself may get caught on the hook 
of the pole; I have known this to hap- 
pen and cause wn uecident fatal to the 
horse, 

For a horse so light-mouthed as to 
render a curb-chain superfluous the 
double-ringed driving snaffle should be 
the first choice; it is superior in every 
respect to the single-ringed, half-cheek- 
ed, snafile, and may be bought with 
plain, jointed, or rubber-covered mouth- 
piece, the jointed pattern to be used on- 
ly if the others prove insufficiently 
powerful. With these bits to choose 
from, there should be no difficulty in 
suiting any horse that is free from vice; 
if one bas a vicious horse, it is best not 
to bit him, but to get rid of him, 

Among riding bits the one par ex- 
cellence is the Weymouth bit and brid- 
oou; by using either snaffle wr curb 


ting curb-chains; this requires separate 
and detailed treatment, It is obvious 
that, excepting snafiles, no bit can be 
used to advantage without some form 
of curb-chain or strap; even a light- 
mouthed horse driven in a Liverpool, 
with the reins in the cheek, must have 
# curb, which should, however, be as 
slack as is consistent with easy contro), 
The right tension of the chain may be 
ascertained by placing the forefinger be- 
tween it and the jaw and pulling gently 
on the reins; if the horse does not yield 
to the pressure the chain is not tight 
enough. It should, nevertheless, not be 
tight enough to cause chafing and fret- 
ting, which hot only spoil the horse’s 
mouth and temper, but waste the energy 
which should be devoted to his work. 
If a horse frets with even a slack chain, 
it should be padded, or a eurb strap sub- 
stituted for it. Curb-ehains should be 
wide, with close, well fitting links, 
When a bit has been found which suits 
the horse, further experiments are to be 
deprecated; the horse should be habitu- 
ally ridden or driven in the same bit, 
uniformly applied,
